A flaw has been found in the resolu- 


tion authorizing the governor to ap- 
point a commission to look over sites 
and report on the advisability of mov- 
ing the state penitentiary.

view of the matter would be that It 
will take time for people to realize 
that they can travel from 20 to (30 
per cent, cheaper than they could for- 
merly, and that as fast as they wake 
up to this fact there will be a much 
heavier passenger business. There is 
no doubt that the high fares have been 
a deterrent <to travel, and it is only a 
question of experimenting to rind the 
point at which the minimum of fare 
will bring the maximum amount ot 
travel and revenue. When Rowland 
Hill reduced English postage to a pen- 
ny he did it in the face of official opin- 
ion, but the results proved that the 
lower rate was the right charge to de 
velop the mail business, and that ths 
older system had outlived its useful 
ness. Railroad opinion had better not 
be so cocksure about its short-time ex 
periments."

lines radiating from Columbus is one 
of the results of the law requiring U)« 
iteim railroads to reduce fares to tbt 
flat rate of twt cents per mile.
